WAHHIBOTON. March 28.— At the 


beef inquiry hearing today Major 
BlaoV, who was chief commissary 
on General Miles btaff during the 
Porto ftican campaign, -WAS asked 
by Major Lee to detail a con vena- 
tion he had with General Eigan, at 
that time commissary general, after 
his (Black) return to Washington 
last fall. 


The statement he made proved to 


be somewhat sensational. 
" 'I called upon 'General Eagan," 


Major Block began by saying, "to 
confer with him concerning the con- 
duct of oar affairs at Ponce, He 
naked me why the refrigerator beef 
was not fanned at Ponoe, and I re- 
plied that it was because the Issue 
commissaries did not want it, as 
they 
were getting native beef. 


Thereupon General Kogau became 
very much excited, and exclaimed: 


"O— d— them, -they have no 


right to refuse it. I consider it tho 
best bMf In the United States and, 
G—d— them, I'd have made them 
take it.'" 


Major Black also stated that at 


the time the Manitoba was on tho 
reef, be had somecmverwtlon with 
General MUem about the vowel, and 
while there was casual reference to 
the beef on hoard, tho general 
neemed principally concerned to get 
the troom and hones off.

He stated that 
canned wart beef wu one article of 
food used by the navy and explained 
in detail the direful Inspection tbat 
wa* demanded by the department 
regulation!. Occasionally the beef, 
when delivered, would be found to 
I* nnsatUfACtory, and It would then 
bo rejected. Ht estimated the aver- 
ag« purchases of this character of 
food for th« navy to bi» Goo.ooo 
ptmndi per year, the purchases be- 
ing made through tho New York 
reprwanUtrns of Armour & Co., 
Nelson, Morris A Co , and other 
firm. 
. 


The oanned beet was a part of the 


regular navy ration, and very little 
of it waj ever condemned. 


Major Lee asked the admiral for 


specifications in the matter of re- 
j actions, but these facts he was un- 
able to give at the time, though he 
thought he would be able to later. 


Rejections were always duo to the 


fact that the grade of the beef 
offered was not up to the require- 
ment*, the specifications requiring 
the best ox beef. The marines at 
Gnantanamo were supplied with 
this beef. There had been no com- 
plaint concerning it to nla knowl- 
edge either from the marines or 
from the navy. 


Paymaster Henry G. Colby, as- 


sistant chief of the bureau of sup- 
plies of the. navy department, also 
testified 
concerning the 
use of 


canned roast beef in tho navy. 
He 


stated that whero any question 
arose aa to tho quality of beef it was 
submitted to chemical analysis. The 
navy had found that . the canned 
boaf kept well at atm and in some 
oaaea it was held from year to year. 


Mr. Colby had personally inspect- 


ed cans opened in the tropics, bnfc 
the qnality did not appear to bo 
affected by the heat. 


• The meat was used for making 
soups and hash and was well re- 
garded by the men in the navy. 
Refrigerator beef had been used by 
tha navy only since the beginning 
of the Spanish war. 


There had baen few losses of this 


beef. 
As an Illustration he stated 


that the Celtic bad recently arrived 
at Ban Francisco with beef in good 
condition that had been in refriger- 
ator eight months.

Tho 
general appearance of tbo country 
is as if it had been swept by a cy- 
clone. The roads are strewn with 
furniture and clothing dropped in 
flight by the Filipinos. . Tho only 
persons roraaiting behind are a fow 
aged persons, too infirm to escape. 
They camp beside tbo rains of their 
former homes and beg passers by 
for any kind of assistance. The 
majority of tbom are living on tho 
generosity 
of our soldiers, who 


give them portions of their rations. 
Tho dogs of Filipinos cower in tho 
bnshos, still terrified and barking, 
wblle hundreds of pigs ai*e to be 
eeon busily searching for food. 


Bodies of dead Filipinos nre 


stranded In tbe ehnllows of the 
river or are resting in the jungle 
where they crawled to die, or wero 
left in the wake of tbe hurriedly re- 
treating army. These bodies give 


forth a horrible odor, but there Is 
no time at present to bury them. 


The inhabitants wbo fled from 


Marilao and Meycauaynn loft in 
such a panic that on tables our 
soldiers fonnd spread money and 
valuables and in the rooms wero 
found trunks containing other prop- 
erty of value. This was the cose in 
most of the houses deserted. They 
were not molested by our soldiers, 
bat the Chinese who slip in between 
the armies, are looting when they 
can and have taken possession of 
several houses, over which they 
raised Chinese flags, some of which 
vforo torn down. 


An old woman was fonnd hidden 


in a IIOUEO at Meycauayan yesterday 
just dead, apparently from fright 
and hunger.

session last evening, all the mem- 
bers present except Messrs. Len- 
nart, McMnhon and Schwartz, 


A petition of property owners on 


Fletcher avenue was read asking 
the council to have water mains 
laid on that street from Manmee 
road to Pioneer avenue. The peti- 
tion was referred to the committee 
on waterworks. 


Tho mayor reported that he had 


approved the ordinance requiring 
the Wabash. road to erect and main- 
tarn gates at the intersection of the 
railway and Walton avenue. 


3IAYOK AUAISST FRANCHISE. 


Mayor Soberer taen submitted the 


following communication which was 
concurred in and spread upon the 
minutes: 


'Executive 
Department, 
City 


Hall, Fort Wayne, Ind.. March 28, 
1899: Gentleman of the Common 
Council:—At the last meeting of 
tho council, when the question of 
granting a fifty-year franchise to 
the Jenney Electric Light and Power 
company was presented, very briefly 
I remarked that it would be wise to 
purckase the plant if it could be ac- 
complished at a price just to the 
company and equitable to the city. 


"I am In favor of municipal own- 


ership, and in view of the vote of 
the members of the council placing 
upon the duplicate a tax for that 
purpose. 1 take it that you an Irre- 
vocably committed to that princi- 
ple. 


"H is right and proper, therefore, 


that we should reason together. 


"If we grant a franchise to tbe 


Jenney Eleotrio Light and Power 
company for thirty or fifty years, 
wu add greatly and materially to Its 
value, and it will strive to live its 
life, so that the chances of its going 
out of business will diminish. 
. "And yet it must bo apparent to 
m all that when the city undertaken 
to light its own streets, it will also 
do commercial lighting, as there Is 
complaint now at tho rates charged 
"by tae Jenney company, and a de. 
nurod for municipal commercial 
lighting, against which a private 
corporation, conducted for 
gain, 


cannot hope to compete. 


"Therefore, It seems to me it Is 


far tetter and fairer to notify the 
-Tenney Electric Light and Power 
company now that we mean busi- 
ness than to grant ft a franchise 
and then in four yoani destroy Its 
property by gotner into the munici- 
pal lighting business ourselves, for 
once established, nnder the tax levy 
authorized by the council, the mu- 
nicipal electric light log plant can 
be conducted on a basis of operat- 
ing expenses, trusting that what 
little surplus accumulates will pro 
vide for the wear and tear of ma- 
chinery and extensions, and I lirm- 
ly beliovo we can maka the price of 
electric lights eo low as to place 
them within the roach ofallthe 
people, besides giving the residence 
portion of the city as good a street 
lighting system as the business por- 
tion. 


"Iwouldurgo that the council 


select a committee of its members 
and a committee of disinterested 
citizens to suggest to its owners the 
purchase by the city of the Jonney 
Eleotrlc Light and Power works. 


"If they can be acquired, the 


board of public woikn, with the ap- 
proval of the city council, can ap- 
point and agree to competent ap- 
praisers, and if the prfca agreed 
upon is satisfactory to the company 
and the city, the council can com- 
plete tho work; if not, the matter 
ends, for when either party dis- 
sents the negotiations atop. 


"This Is a better way, it ooema" to 


me, than granting a franchise now 
and in four years, as the council 
contemplates, going into the muni- 
cipal lighting business and destroy- 
ing the property of tho Jenney com- 
pany, for it cannot hope to do busi- 
ness against the city. 


"Besides, it knew juat what It 


was doing -when it accepted a fran- 
chise subject to the revocation of 
the council, and the property Is no 
more in jeopardy now than it has 
been. 


"Wo are paying the company 


about t^B.800 annually for lighting 
the streets. 
If we can buy tho 


plant at the aotunl worth of Its tan- 
gible property and stop this expen- 
diture, It will bo an nasy matter to 
provide for the purchase money in 
installments, and when we add tho 
revenue from commercial lighting, 
it may be possible to own the works 
in five years, and surely oitisfons' 


will put up with rates when they 
know there is to be an end to high 
prices so soon. 


'No hatm can'come from]a friend- 


ly talk, and when the people are 
given an opportunity to weigh 
every step, and the members of the 
council are the final arbiters no 
harm c-an come from attempting 
the plan of accomplishing muni- 
cipal ownership 1 propose.

Comptroller Berglinff submitted 


communications from the board of 
works in one of which they asked 
for an appropriation to erect tho 
cover over the market place and In 
the other requested an approprla 
tion of $32,250 for street improve 
menta. 
The comptroller 
recom- 


mended against the building of the 
market cover and in favor of appro- 
priating $13,000 additional for street 
improvements, making the total ap 
propriation for this purpose only 
$23.000, a small sum more than was 
need last season. Tbe recommenda- 
tion for an appropriation for street 
improvements was referred to the 
committee on finance and the market 
cover recommendation was referred 
to the board of works. 


KILLED T0E FRASUDIBE. 


The following resolution was in-

or permission of any kind whatso- 
ever, shall be granted to any per. 
•on, company or corporation to the

thoroughfares of the city of Fort 
Wayne to construct or maintain 
any lines of wire, poles, conduits or 
other appliances thereon for the 
purpose of supplping said city or 
tbe inhabitants thereof with elec- 
tric light, hut all such right to tho 
use of the streets for such purpose 
shall be retained and reserved by 
said city. 


"Soo. 2.—Nothing contained here- 


in jhall be constructed sons to In 
any way Interfere with or impair 
tho rights of the Fort Wayne Jen- 
ney Eleotrio Light and Power 
com- 


pany to construct and maintain for 
a period of five years from tho first 
day of July, 1490, all necessary lines 
of wire, poles, conduits and other 
appliance* along and under the 
streets of said city that may be re- 
quired to enable said company to 
properly execute and perform the 
conditions of ita contract for light- 
Ing the streets of said city."

license of *250. A penalty of a $100 
flue and not more than thirty days 
in jail is provided.
